United Kingdom Patent Application No. GB 2 329 509 
(Koyata et al . ) apparently relates to a recording/reproducing 
apparatus for use with a digital audio signal recorded to or 
reproduced from a magneto-optical disk. Character information 
can be input and recorded on the disk in a table of contents 
in a variety of character sets, and automatic conversion of 
titles between languages can be performed. 

United Kingdom Patent Application No. GB 2 328 552 (Abe 
et al . ) apparently relates to a video signal processor which 
records video signals and can perform editing on the recorded 
signals . 
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United Kingdom Patent Application No. GB 2 306 754 
(Nishizawa) apparently relates to an audio player for 
reproducing data as audio signals, for use by blind persons. 
The audio player consists of a reader for reading data from a 
recording medium, a user input section, a memory section, an 
audio reproducing section, and a controlling section. 

United Kingdom Patent Application No. GB 2 306 044 
(Sakuma) apparently relates to a recording and reproducing 
apparatus for use with magneto-optical disks or the like, and 
is capable of performing continuous recording and reproducing 
over two or more disk media. 

European Patent Office Patent Application No. EP 0 713 
334 (Uehara et al . ) apparently relates to a real-time image 
recording and reproducing method and apparatus where broadcast 
images are stored sequentially, allowing a user to replay any 
desired scene, and to a video library system which produces 
index images from recorded images on a recorded video tape and 
displays them on a screen. 

PCT Patent Application No. WO 99/442 02 (Fukuda) 
apparently relates to a recording and reproducing device and 
method which automatically generates index data for music data 
recorded on a recording medium. The index data allows for 
management of all available information regarding the recorded 
music data.
